1. Claims 3-8, 23, and 25-34 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: The prior art of record fails to sufficiently describe or suggest an 
arrangement for use with an anesthesia/ventilation system for a patient, the system including a 
breathing circuit for supplying breathing gases to the patient for respiration, the breathing circuit 
having means for flowing inspiratory gas to the patient and means for flowing expiratory gases 
from the patient through a C02 absorber means back to the inspiratory gas flow means. The 
arrangement comprises an electronic computation means being couplable to the 
anesthesia/ventilation system for receiving information relating to the amount of C02 introduce 
in the breathing circuit in the course of respiration by the patient. The electronic computation 
means receives information from a transponder via and electronic transfer means. The received 
information relates to a C02 absorption characteristic of the absorber means and a calculation is 
performed to make a determination relating to the absorption of C02 by the absorber means. 
These along with further limitations set forth by the claims render the application allowable over 
the prior art of record.
